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PSYCHIC FIREMAN EXTINGUISHES 
BLAZES WITH

SLUPSK, Poland — When a 
fire broke out and quickly 
engulfed a three-story 
office building here on May 
2, no one panicked — and 
only one fireman was sum- 
moned to the scene. That's 
because the town is pro- 
tected by hero firefighter 
Jerzy Luczak, an amazing 
"fire-douser" who can 
extinguish blazes with his 
mind alone! 

"The other workers and I stood 
outside the building, watching as 
orange flames flickered out of every 
window," office manager Jaroslow 
ZukowsW told \Hxkly World News. 

"Then Jerzy pulled up in his truck. . 
He stood across the street and con- 1(6* 
centraled, with his hands clasping the 
sides of his head. After less than 45 
seconds, the flames died down as if 
they were being doused by invisible 
water. 

"Inside of two minutes the fire was 
out" 

Jerry's amazing gift is what para- 
normal researchers call cryokinesis 
— the opposite of pyrokincsls, the 
frightening ability to start fires with 
psychic energy like the Drew Barry- 
more character In the movie 
Firestarter. 

"The term comes from the Greek 
word Ttryos.' meaning cold," 
explained Dr Anna L'rbanski of the j^S 
Prague Institute for Paranormal 
Research. 

"In controlled laboratory tests, 
Jerzy has lowered the temperature in 
a room by 65 degrees." 

Although few cases of cryokinesis 
have surfaced, scientists suspect 
many individuals are endowed with 
the ability to some degree and dont 
realize it 

"You might find that when you 
try to light coals for a barbecue, 
the flame often flickers out for no 




apparent reason" Dr. Urbanski noted 
Jerzy, 2B, had similar clues growing 
up 

"On my birthdays. Fd lean in to 
blow out the candles on my cake and 
they'd go out before I actually blew," 
he recalled. 

He felt 'instinctively drawn" to fire- 
fighting, but wasn't aware of his 
unique qualification until his chief 
discovered it a few months after Jerzy 
joined the department in 2002. 

"Our effectiveness improved so 
dramatically I developed a hunch," 
said retired fire chief Marek Krupins- 
td, "One day, when we were called to 
extinguish a car fire, I told Jerzy, 'Put 
down your hose a minute. Just use 
your mind' 

"He looked at me like 1 was crazy, 
but when he tried the fire went out" 

To save money; last year the town 
laid off its 21 other firemen, although 
some volunteer to fill In when Jerzy's 
on vacation. 

Some of Jerzy's buddies are miffed 
that their former colleague's talent 
has rendered them obsolete. 

"Everyone talks about Jerzy being 
a hero and he's received dozens of 
medals from the mayor," grumbled 
one ex-fireman 

"Meanwhile most of us are still 
unemployed We used to be role mod- 
els. But now what kid is going to grow 
up wanting to be an ordinary fireman 
with an ordinary nose?" 

Others, like 31-year-old Zbigniew 
Slaskt are eternally grateful to Jerzy. 

"One time I got to a fire before 
Jerzy's fire engine and when I rushed 
in, a backdraft set my whole body on 
fire," Slaski revealed "I came running 
out of the house ablaze head-to-toe. 

"Just when I thought I was going to 
be burned to a crisp, I saw Jerzy 
there, doing his thing. I felt a rush of 
cold like someone had thrown ley 
water on me and the fire was out" S

SILICON VALLE\'. Colif. — Throughoul the rel- 
atively brief history of computer science, the goal 
has been to create self-sufficient, self-aware com- 
puters — to free human workers from having to 
monitor their activity. Though there have been 
glitches in the creation of so-called "artificial 
intelligence" ( Weekly World Xens. April 25. 
2005). computer designers have finally 
succeeded in building a com- 
puter with consciousness. 
The first generation of AI 
computers — known ns the 
Personally Aware laptop or 
PAL — are already being uti- 
lized in companies around 
the nation. 

'Tin enormously proud of our 
computers," said Dr. Stanley 
Floyd of the Institute of Micro- 
t hip Optimization Keypunching. 
"Speaking to one of them is no dif- 
ferent from speaking lo a co- 
worker — except that you don't 
gel attitude or complaints 
And there are never coffee 
breaks, lunches, vacations or 
maternity leave to work 
around. 

"They're personable, hard- 
working, and they're individu- 
als." he explained. "Each is 
slightly different from the oth- 
ers. You might almost call them 
Cabbage Patch Computers." 

But after several monlhs of 
operation, Dr. Floyd has encoun- 
tered a side effect that none of his 
scientists ever anticipated. In the 
quest (o make a computer think 
more like a human, he has creat- 
ed a computer that acquires the 
emotional baggage and psycho- 
logical idiosyncrasies of a human. 

"We've discovered that with 
great intelligence comes great 
irresponsibility," says Dr. 
Jonathan Ramm, a computer 
analyst with IMOK. He is a leader 
in the new field of computer 
analysis — mental health therapy 
for computers. 

"I've been talking to comput-

If all of the above should 
fail, our only advice is to pack 
enough clean underwear to 
last an eternity.

Dr. Ramm has begun treating 
PAL computers for a variety or 
ills. 

"The problems began as wee 
little glitches," he told us. "The , 
first sign of odd behavior 
occurred in PAL 'Joey' at Nation- j 
al Advanced Aeronautics. Joeys 
attention began to wander The 
users had to ask him a question 
twice.

That type of 
problem could be disastrous if 
Joey were entrusted to fly a pas- 
senger jet or a spaceship.

The problem turned out to be 
I minute variations in current due 
ft to "stressed" wiring. Dr. Ramm 
m prescribed two oscillator cir-

B attentive. 

Soon thereafter, other com- 




panies began to report problems 
with their PAL units. 

"At Flster Pharmaceuticals, 
their PAL named 'Mall' became 
increasingly irritable." Dr Ramm 
said.

Dr. Ramm abruptly terminated 
the interview, explaining that this 
particular PAL had developed a 
digital version of Tourette's Syn- 
drome, which made him swear 
unexpectedly.

Just then, the lights began to 
dim. A quick check of PALs cen-

He is among the world's 
most successful restaurateurs. 
After investing in eateries such as 
LaGoon and the Molten Cafe

opened his latest 
restaurant: The Four 
Corners in trendy 
Tribeca 

"It is unlike any 
other restaurant on 
earth," the 30-year- 
old toW us. The food 
ts completely origi- 
nal, one of a kind 
Not even the ancient 
Romans offered such 
delicacies when 
they served zebra 
steaks and ele- 
phant skewers." 

We don't know 
what the Romans 
charged. But if you 
dine at the Four 
Comers, expect to spend no less 
than $50,000 for a three-course 
meal A cup of tea alone costs 
$500. 

"That's because the tea is 
brewed from the leaf of the Nerine 
Falcaia," said Bruno Bese, the 
head chef at Four Corners. 
"It grows above the 16,000 foot 
mark in the Himalayas and can 
only be reached by the most skilled 
mountain climbers." 

Among the appetizers are 
Buffalo Wings. The price: $12,000. 
We asked the chef how this dish 
could possibly cost so much. 

"They come from a rare species 
of buffalo found in Canada that 




actually haw small wings.'* 
Bese told us. "They're a ves- 
tigial body part from millions 
of wars ago, when they were 
used to attract buffalos of the 
opposite sex. \ery rare and very 
delicious." 

Among tite main courses one of 
the most unusual was Sea Horse 
Sushi Hand Rolls a la Ross Sea. 

"The Antarctic sea horses are 
difficult to obtain but that's not 
entirely where the cost lies." said 
Bese. "The roll is stuffed with 
South American Piranha fish 
eggs. One of the 
divers who col- 
lects them was 
nearly ripped to 
pieces." 

The price: A 
whopping S22J100. 

For dessert 
there was French 
vanilla ice cream 
made from the 
milk of hump- 
backed whales. 

"The whale 
milk was only' 
part of the 
expense," Bese 
explained. "The 
rest is due to the 
vanilla orchid we 
used. It grows in 
the Amazon jungle on vines that 
are hundreds of years old" 

The dish consists of one scoop 
and costs $5,000. No sprinkles. 

Wo asked Gormay If this 
exquisite food will be limited to one 
restaurant. 

"For now, yes," he said. "Some of 
the dishes can only be produced in 
limited quantities, like the Aus- 
tralian Veal of Koala. 

"But we are planning on mar* 
keting our desserts like the 
Whale Milk Ice Cream and the 
Sextuple Chocolate Mousse — 
which is made from six types of 
chocolates from sue continents, 
including some from beans found 




in ancient Egyptian tombs." 

A pint of the ke cream will be 
just (200. making it more affordable 
to the public. 

"People will spend more than 
that on good champagne," the 
restaurateur remarked. "Why not 
on great ice cream? The only 



thing we recommend to our 
guests Is they spend a few dollars 
before they visit," Gormay sug- 
gested. 

"Crunch down a few Turns and 
settle your stomach. Our delights 
are rich and exotic and this is not 
a meal vou would want to lose."

firms that old saw — but 
says that laugher could 
very well be a cure for all 
disease and injury. 

"I call the treatment 'Rinny 
Bones,' " Dr. Farse told Weekly 
World News. "The psychological 
benefits of laughing have always 
been known. But there are phys- 
ical effects as well. Healing an 
ailment requires a stimulation

of both the immune and lym- 
phatic systems. When we laugh, 
the body generates large 
amounts of energy and releases 
endorphins — the building 
blocks of good health."

"My research began a year 
ago when my son had a cold," 
Dr. Parse said. "I rented a stack 
of DVDs for him. All comedies. 
When I got home the cold was 
gone. A week later his older sis- 
ter came down with the sniffles. 
1 only let her watch Emma 




Thompson films. She stayed sick 
for days." 

Intrigued. Dr. Farse decided 
to experiment with more severe 
illnesses. 

"Unfortunately, lab mice don't 
find very many things funny," 
Dr. Farse said sadly. "I was 
forced to experiment directly on 
humans." 

One of his patients at the 
Hartford Health Hospital elder- 
ly Julie Weeck, had pneumonia. 

"Julie's chances of survival 
were growing dim." Dr. Farse 
told us. "I brought in a local 
comedian to entertain her. Other 
doctors warned me that in her 



weakened condition laughing 
would not be wise. 1 told them not 
to worry, the comedian wasn't 
very funny. Which was true. But 
I'd known Julie for years and she 
didn't have much of a sense of 
humor It was a perfect match." 

After six hours of constant 
chuckling, Julie's condition hail 
stabilized The treatment con- 
tinued for four days. On the fifth 
day Julie was well enough to go 
home. 

"The comedian succumbed lo 
exhaustion and spent the night 
at the hospital," Dr. Farse noted, 
"but progress always demands 
sacrifice."

Dr. Farse used laughter to 
accomplish miracles of medi- 
cine. He had nurses reading 
from joke books, ran DVDs of J 
Lave Lucy, and led copies Of 
Mad Magazine in the emer- 
gency room. His cure-rate was 
unprecedented. 

His most famous case was 
Steven Pulver, a 15-year-old boy 
who had lost a finger playing 
hockev when his hand was run 



over by a skate. He was rushed 
to HaHeHo where Dr. Farse 
went to work on him. 

"For two weeks we exposed 
Steven to high does of nitrous 
oxide — laughing gas." the doc- 
tor told us. "We took him off (he 
gas for 10 minutes every six 
hours so that Ills system wouldn't 
collapse from the strain of so 
much giggling. It was touch-and- 
go for a while as his abdominal 



muscles grew sore and began to 
rip. I wouldn't have taken the risk 
al all except thai his parents 
insisted their son would rather 
die than live without his middle 
finger." 

At the end of the two weeks 
Steven's hand was whole again. 
His finger had grown back. 

"We've had great results so 
far. but my research is just get- 
ting started," Dr. Farsc said. 



"Since the 'Funny Bones' treat- 
ment has no discernible effect 
on major coronary* and cerebral 
Irauma.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa. — Due to less

The Internationa) Museum of Art (IMA), 
has chosen to go the creative, unique route by 
working out deals with some 
of America's most successful 
companies to incorporate 
their commercial product 
images directly into the 
museum's most famous 
paintings! 

"We tike to refer to it as 
Pine Art Product Place- 
ment,' " explains IMA spokes- 
person Nelson Wurdly. 'The 
companies get an extremely 
classy promotional vehicle 
— our world-renowned 
paintings — for their prod- 
ucts and we get a boatload of 
money. It's obviously a win-win situation." 

Wurdly explains how the idea evolved "We 
were first approached by a major fried chick- 
en company that was interested in funding 
our new modern art wing. At first, we were 
hesitant — a chicken company sponsoring our 
wing? It seemed odd. But we really needed 
that cash to slay afloat We made the deal and 
the construction didn't cost us a dime." 

That success gave Wurdly a better idea. 
"We can't keep adding wings, but I thought, 
'Why not ban companies sponsor individual 
paintings? It would be no trouble at all for us 
to add a small plaque indicating sponsor- 
ship." 

A lace company was highly motivated to 
sponsor Vermeer's The Lacemaker. The U.S. 
Postal Service jumped at the opportunity to 




sponsor Van Gogh's The Postman Joseph ] MAiisst' 
Roulin. And a sun tan lotion company practi- fo»oui Mint 
cally beat down our door to allow them to I P*** B — 
sponsor Paul Gauguin's By the Sea." 

Then, one day. a representative of a spray 
starch company offered more money than the 
museum's entire budget for three years. 'The 
catch?" said Wurdly. "They asked us to incor- 
porate an actual image of their spray starch 
product directly onto the canvas of Picasso's 
masterpiece, Woman Ironing. At first, we 
thought they were Joking. They weren't 
"Our board of directors considered the pro- 
posal, discussing all the natu- 
ral questions that arose. 
Could we legally do It? Would 
any of the artists' relatives 
have claims upon it? Would it 
cheapen the painting? Would 
patrons be upset? Is there a 
way to do it tastefully? Final- 
ly, it was put to a vote and 
passed unanimously. Legally, 
the museum owns the paint- 
ings and has the right to pres- 
ent them as we see fit" 

To Wunfly's surprise, the 
museum received very few 
objections to the "enhanced" 
painting. This encouraged them to go 
after other alliances.

TOKYO — A man rushes into 
the emergency ward of a 
Kyoto hospital, screaming in 
horror. "I'm turning animc. I 
think I'm turning anime, 1 
really think so!" 

It's a tragic scene being repeal- 
ed all across Japan. Perfectly ordi- 
nary citizens wake up to find 
themselves mysteriously trans- 
formed into cartoon 
characters: 

Anime is the Japan- 
ese term for animated 
cartoons. In recent years 
they have become popu- 
lar in the US. thanks to 
such films as Spirited 
Away and Princess 
Mononoke, and on TV 
with cartoon shows like dibectop 
Sailor Moon, Yu-Gi-Oh center tv. 
and Rave Master. 

According to Wallace 'Stinky' 
Bayles. an anime fan who works at 
the Mighty Heroes-San Comic 
Book Shop in Long Island. "Anime 
is, like, the coolest. Japan's got 
hundreds of anime series, all sci-fi 
and fantasy stuff And the charac- 
ters, like, rock! All of them have 
the same cool look — huge heads, 
highly exaggerated facial expres- 
sions, big round eyes and crazy, 
spiky hair styles .* 

"Yes." said Dr. Thas Alshirote, 
chief of emergency medicine at 
Kyoto's Kemi Sahara Medical 
Center "That perfectly describes 
the symptoms we've been seeing. 
It's most unusual." 

Unusual . . . and spreading rap- 
idly. Prom Ibusuki to Aomori and 
all points in between. Japan's Cen- 




for Disease Control has 
logged more than 2,000 cases in 
less than a week. 

"It's not just the physical trans- 
formation mat's so scary, although 
that's pretty alarming," said Dr. 
Ha Kenbush. director of Conta- 
gious Organism Outbreak Track- 
ing Information and Education 
<C.O.O.T.LE.) Center. "The psy- 
chological symptoms leave the 
patient delusional. Some believe 
they're on missions to rescue 
their missing grandfa- 
thers or quests to find 
magical swords or actu- 
ally believe that trading 
cards can create war- 
riors and monsters." 
The director of the 
6 C.O.O.TJ.E. Center shook 
his head sadly. "We've 
dealt with the SARS epi- 
tf cootie oemic deadly flu out- 
Ha KmiMdi. breaks, even Mad 
Cow disease and 
repeated attacks by 
Godzilla, but this is a 
first for us." 

The first case of 
what is being called 
"Animeasles" was re- 
ported in the remote 
city of Wasaufeet on 
the island of Etorofu 
Suzuki Toyota, a 32 
year-old mother of two. 
was brought into the loc 
clinic by her husband, Datsun. 

"She was yelling about being 
late to do battle with the minions 
of an ancient god called Hoosu- 
daddii." reported Datsun. "It was 
madness. I mean, we're Bud- 
dhists, for crying out loud:" 

C.O.O.T.LE.'s Dr. Keubush said. 
"It spread across Etorofu in two 



days. Suddenly, the whole island 
looked like the Saturday morning 
television schedule. The disease 
then jumped west to Kunashiri 
Island. 

"Before we knew It, the big 
island of Honshu was hit and 
Tokyo was virtually overrun 
down"

Because the Amish have tradi- 
tionally been seen as a gentle, 
peace-loving, deeply reliiaous croup 
who interpret the Bible literally. live 
simply and humbly, and generally 
prefer to function apart from main- 
stream American society, many, 
especially the Amish themselves, 
have expressed shock and disbellel 
over this development. 

Amos Lapp. 63. speaks tor many 
of his fellow Amish about Stottms's 
involvement with boxing: "Shame. 
Shame! The Holy Bible is quite 
dear about this in 1st Corinthians 
5;ii: 'But now I hare written unto 
you not to keep company, if any man 
that is called a brother be a fornica- 
tor, or covetous, or an idolater or a 
railer. or a drunkard, or an extor- 
tioner or a fighter; with such an one 
no not to eat. but avoid them and 
shun mem.' " 

The Amish elders have excom- 
municated Stoltfus And his own 
family has also shunned him by not 
eating at the same table with him. 

But Stoltfus sees boxing as a 
potentially positive force for the 
Amish community. "It stimulates all 
muscle groups and improves every 
type of physical capacity: Strength, 
power coordination, aerobic fitness- 
anaerobic fitness and endurance. If 
more Amish got involved in boxing 
workouts. I guaranlee they'd be in 
the best shape of their lives, physi- 
cally, emotionally and spiritually ' 

Despite being banished from the 
church. Stolt/us still maintains his 
lies to his Amish heritage even 
while he's in the ring. He begins 
each fight with a prayer, and during 
all fights and even workouts hi 
insists on wearing die tradition* 
garb of liis people, which include 
sporting a long beard with no mous- 
tache.
